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Parents 
say ‘free 
school’ is 
answer to 
shortage

PARENTS across west Kent - 
and Tunbridge Wells in partic¬ 
ular - will be watching closely 
after a bid was launched to cre¬ 
ate a ‘free school’ in response to 
the primary school place short¬ 
age. 

The group in Kings Hill, 
West Mailing, has been pre¬ 
paring their application to the 
Department for Education to 
relieve pressure on the two 
oversubscribed existing prima¬ 
ry schools. 

Made up of five parents, 
whose children attend the ex¬ 
clusive village’s Kings Hill and 
Discovery primary schools, 
their idea has gained cross-par¬ 
ty support from Kent County 


Council and the local parish 
council. 

KCC said this year schools 
in Sevenoaks and Tunbridge 
Wells as well as Kings Hill were 
asked to take on extra pupils. 

Angela Vincent, a member 
of the group proposing the 
new school, The King’s Acad¬ 
emy, said: “There is so much 
demand for primary places in 
Kings Hill,” she said. 

“Last September, Discovery 
school was forced to have 90 
children instead of 60, a whole 
extra form because of the pres¬ 
sure. 

“Parents have spoken about 
their child having to have 
lunch at 11.30am because it 
is difficult to accommodate all

Community starts work on free school bid

these children in one building. They 
have to take another 90 children this 
year and the following September. 

“Parents are not very happy and chil¬ 
dren living in Kings Hill are still having 
to travel to surrounding villages. 

“Kings Hill is a growing community 
that attracts a lot of families. School 
places are going to siblings and there is 
not that much room for new people.” 

Parents in Kings Hill who do not get 
a place at the local primaries have to 
drive their children to schools in Mere- 
worth, Ryarsh, Wateringbury and East 
Mailing. Meanwhile, Discovery school is 
having to house the extra pupils in port¬ 
able buildings as makeshift classrooms. 

Peter Read, an independent educa¬ 
tion advisor working across the county, 
said: “There is a well-known shortage of 
primary school places in Kings Hill and 
the two primary schools cannot cope. 

“Children living between the two 
schools and on the periphery are being 


forced out of their community into vil¬ 
lages some miles away. 

“Over the last two years, KCC has put 
additional children in one or both of the 
two primary schools, but this is not a 
long-term planning solution. 

“New houses continue to be built, 
KCC holds weight with the developers 
to have planned the correct number of 
school places. 

“As the number of houses increases, 
the problem will get worse. Although I 
do not approve of free schools in princi¬ 
ple, I cannot in this case blame parents 
who can afford to take action into their 
own hands and set up a permanent new 
school, rather than the cobbled-togeth- 
er arrangements at present. ” 

Free schools, brought in by the Con¬ 
servatives and based on models used in 
Sweden and America, allow groups of 
parents, teachers, charities and other 
organisations, to set up schools. They 
are funded by central rather than local 
government. Critics say they will in¬ 
crease divisions in the state system, but 


the Government argues they will allow 
people to improve education. 

“I’m sure parents in Tunbridge Wells 
will be looking closely at developments 
in Kings Hill, but whether communi¬ 
ties in Dartford and Gravesham [where 
there are also problems with over-sub¬ 
scribed primary schools] have the ca¬ 
pacity to introduce their own schools I 
do not know. ” 

As this newspaper reported in April, 
problems in Tunbridge Wells came to 
the fore when the headteacher of Clare¬ 
mont Primary School criticised KCC 
in a letter to parents, saying “the local 
authority are reacting to an immediate 
problem rather than planning the per¬ 
manent expansion of some schools”. 

He was given two weeks notice that 
his school would have to take an extra 
class this September. 

Meanwhile, in Kings Hill, the work 
of preparing the free school application 
has begun as the June 1 deadline looms. 
As well as a teacher, it also has financial 
and legal experts on board. 


The school, planned for the former 
University of Greenwich site, is set to 
be a primary school with a nursery and 
pre-school. 

With its stated ‘Christian ethos’, con¬ 
cerns have already been raised about 
faith bias. The group states it will not be 
a faith school limited to Christians. 

However, Mrs Vincent was unable to 
say whether faith would be a factor in 
admissions criteria. 

“Whether Christian children would 
be given preference is a difficult ques¬ 
tion,” she said. “I would love to say it 
will be based completely on where you 
live. But because we are working with 
KCC with the admissions policies there 
is an aspect of over-subscription.We 
cannot say whether or not the Christian 
element would have any bearing. ”

Growing 
call for 
breast 
surgery

A PLASTIC surgeon has seen a 15 per cent in¬ 
crease in the number of women wanting a boob 
job this year. 

And it is not just the number of breast enlarge¬ 
ments that is is on the rise - the size of implants 
has increased too, with DD the most popular. 

John Pereira, a consultant plastic surgeon at 
the Mclndoe Surgical Centre, which is based in 
Tunbridge Wells and East Grinstead, said: “My 
breast augmentation practice is up hugely in the 
run up to summer, and the sizes are also up by 
about lOOcc - in other words a cup size larger 
on average, compared to last year.” 

The surgeon, who has featured on the real¬ 
ity show Extreme Makeover UK, said that this 


summer DD cups are in, whereas last year C or 
D were the most popular. 

According to statistics from BAAPS (the Brit¬ 
ish Association of Aesthetic Plastic Surgeons), 
breast enlargement has been the most popular 
cosmetic procedure for women for more than 10 
years. 

The increase has been put down to a sort of ex¬ 
treme bikini-dread - whereas in the past women 
have prepared for the summer months by diet¬ 
ing or changing their hair to something more 
mangeable in the heat, it would seem that more 
are now turning to cosmetic surgery. 

A Mclndoe spokeswoman said: “Plastic sur¬ 
geons have noticed a different trend this year, 
with an increased interest from patients in cos¬ 


metic surgery procedures. It seems women have 
been approaching the hospital about one par¬ 
ticular procedure to improve their bodies for the 
swimsuit season. ” 

Mr Pereira said it generally took six weeks to 
completely recover from breast enlargement 
surgery, but some women heal even quicker. 

However, breast enlargements can lead to 
complications, and anyone considering it should 
get impartial medical advice. 

Meanwhile, private surgeons say people using 
their services rather than the NHS continues to 
rise.

Injured soldier helps heroes with 
epic journey on mobility scooter 


Fascinating probe into how our votes 
don’t tally with top party’s key policies 


AN INJURED ex-serviceman has finished a re¬ 
markable journey in a mobility scooter from 
John O’Groats to Land’s End. 

Simon Angel, who lives in Pembury, has 
raised £10,000 for The Royal British Legion and 
Help for Heroes through his challenge, dubbed 
the Rally for Remembrance. 

The 46-year-old, who suffers from multiple 
sclerosis (MS), came up with the idea while being 
treated for combat stress at a respite home. 

He travelled the length of Britain on a mobility 
scooter loaned by Suffolk-based TGA, with the 
help of his friend Mick Weaving in a support ve¬ 
hicle provided by Sun Rent in Tunbridge Wells. 

Mr Angel, who left John O’Groats on April 
1 for the 30-day rally, said: “There are simply 
too many highlights for me to mention on this 
journey. However driving over the dramatic 
Cairngorms, paying my respects at the National 
Memorial Arboretum, passing through Woot- 
ton Bassett and obviously reaching Land’s End 
really made an impact. 

“My other support guy, Stephen Bartlett, had 
to go home on the first day, as his father was tak¬ 
en seriously ill. Mick has been like a rock for me 
and I couldn’t have achieved it without him.

IN the true blue Tory strong¬ 
hold of Tunbridge Wells, an 
experiment in ‘policy voting’ 
has found greater support for 
the ideology of the Greens and 
Ukip. 

Farel Bradbury, right, who 
lives in the town, stood as 
an unusual candidate in last 
year’s General Election - in¬ 
stead of canvassing support for 
his own policies he asked peo¬ 
ple to ‘vote’ for the 434 policies 
put forward by the Conserva¬ 
tives, Labour, Liberal Demo¬ 
crats, Greens and Ukip (UK In¬ 
dependence Party). 

Now, the results of his so- 
called ‘preferendum’, which 
gained nearly 500 responses, 
have been published in a book, 
Democracy and the Multicul¬ 
tural Society. The thesis, which 
also includes results from simi¬ 
lar experiments in 1985 and 
2005, will be launched at the 
Trinity Theatre on Sunday, 
May 8. 

The Alternative Vote (AV) 
referendum has seen the yes 
and no campaigns argue fierce¬ 
ly for and against a change to 
our first-past-the-post system, 
but Mr Bradbury has argued 
for something else entirely. 

Speaking about the results of 
his Tunbridge Wells preferen¬ 
dum, he said: “On the relative 
support for their programmes, 


taken as a whole, Greens and 
Ukip are way ahead, tying with 
a factor of about six over the 
winning Conservatives. 

“Perhaps, more significantly, 
the Lib Dems - the junior Coali¬ 
tion partner - turn in more rel¬ 
ative support than the Tories. 

“It is, of course, an inescapa¬ 
ble conclusion that the political 
parties cannot represent us. 

“The strange thing is that 
politicians seem to think that 
‘fair’ election of the parties is 
critical, while it is quite obvi¬ 
ous that it is the support, or 
disregard, of policies that more 
accurately measures the ‘will 
of the people’.” 

Mr Bradbury, a professional 
mechanical engineer who 
specialised in human and me¬ 
chanical system design and 
analysis, believes there is a fun¬ 


damental mismatch between 
politics and the people. 

“You would expect that with 
such a massive majority, more 
than 50 per cent of the vote, 
which Greg Clark obtained, 
that high number of Tory vot¬ 
ers would approve the Tory 
policies. You would expect that 
to be repeated in the approval 
for the other parties, but it was 
not. 

“The Conservatives clocked 
in far fewer preferences in rela¬ 
tion to the vote.” 

Interestingly, some of the 
major policies that have been 
top priority for politicians in 
Westminster did not find much 
support among voters. For ex¬ 
ample, the Conservatives’ flag¬ 
ship Big Society idea was bot¬ 
tom of the pile in its category. 
Similarly, Lib Dem voters were 
not excited by electoral reform, 
the preferendum found. 

“Lib Dems put electoral re¬ 
form 56th on the list,” Mr 
Bradbury said. “The rank and 
file supporters do not match 
the same priorities as the lead¬ 
ership.” 

Protecting forests and pre¬ 
serving parks came out as top 
preferences in Tunbridge Wells. 
This sentiment is clearly ech¬ 
oed across the country, as the 
Government found out when it 
tried to push forward proposals 
to privatise public forests. 

“The parties are quite clearly 
out of step with people - no one 


party represents the people at 
all,” Mr Bradbury said. 

He said a lot of well-mean¬ 
ing policies drawn up by the 
“people who go to seaside con¬ 
ferences” and sit in offices in 
Whitehall simply do not appeal 
to people on the ground. 

“You have to take into ac¬ 
count there are a lot more 
Conservatives voting in this 
than there were in the others,” 
he said of his Tunbridge Wells 
preferendum. 

“Therefore you would have 
expected them to have far more 
preferences than they did in re¬ 
lation to their vote. They came 
bottom when you look at it like 


that. The response was most 
disappointing from their point 
of view.” 

Results from the most recent 
preferendum in Tunbridge 
Wells, which included 495 re¬ 
sponses, as well as those from 
15 London boroughs in 2005 
and his first experiment in the 
Welsh constituency of Brecon 
and Radnor in 1985, have 
given a mind-boggling array of 
interpretations and analysis. 

Mr Bradbury added: “This 
separation of policies from the 
candidates could lead to har¬ 
monious social development 
and more inclusive democratic 
government. ”

Mr Angel, who was awarded an MBE in 2000 
after his time in Northern Ireland, joined the 
Royal Engineers in 1984. 

He served in Germany, Cyprus, the Falklands, 
Belize, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and Iraq. 

His MS and post-traumatic stress disorder 
were triggered by an explosion in Londonderry 
in 1994.

Carnage at college 
highlights dangers 
of careless driving

STUDENTS of K College in Tonbridge 
found out exactly what it would be 
like to be cut from the wreckage of a 
car when Kent Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ice carried out a demonstration us¬ 
ing two students as Victims’. 

Principal Bill Fearon was among 
those getting involved in the project, 
designed to highlight the dangers of 
driving to the students. 

He was strapped into a seat belt 
machine, which gives the passenger 
an idea of what an impact feels like at 
between eight and lOmph. 

He said: “We have a high propor¬ 
tion of young people who drive now, 
and who use cars to come to college, 
and this is essential for their under¬ 
standing of why they must use a seat 
belt and other road safety laws. 


“The seat belt machine doesn’t 
look like it’s going that fast, but the 
impact is quite significant. I would 
think anyone with false teeth would 
have seen them flying out across 
the pavement - I’m glad I’ve got my 
own!” 

The demonstration is called 
Car’n’age and aims to encourage 
young drivers and passengers to be 
responsible for their own and others’ 
safety while driving. 

Tutors who set up the visit at the 
Brook Street campus said many stu¬ 
dents were shocked by what they 
had seen. 

For public services student, Sam 
Wild, 29, from Longmead in Ton- 
bridge, it brought back memories of 
when she was involved in a serious 
car accident when she was seven. 

She explained: “My Dad was driv¬ 
ing when he hit a patch of black ice 


and hit a tree. We had to be cut out of 
the car, but I didn’t remember much 
about it because I was so young. 
There was a lot of noise. 

“This has really brought it back, 
and a lot of people in our class say 
it has really made them realise how 
important safety is.” 

Two students volunteered to be in 
the car cut open by the fire crew. 

One of them, Jasmine Card, said: 
“It was scary. I was in a really com¬ 
pacted space and I definitely wouldn’t 
want to be in that position for real.” 

Ijaz Ahmedzai, added: “I don’t ever 
want to be in that position again. 
The fire crews did a great job, but it 
was frightening.” 

The Tonbridge fire crews visited 
K College’s North Farm campus in 
Tunbridge Wells in the afternoon.

How Rick Astley has a 
lot to answer for online 


THERE’S no doubt that our vocabulary has 
changed in a very short space of time - a lot of it 
thanks to the internet. 

Our conversations seem littered with jargon 
on a daily basis, much of which hadn’t been 
heard of before the computer age: world-wide- 
web, jpeg, blogs, tweets, WAV, webcasts, spam, 
URL, and the list goes on. 

A recent new one to me is the term ‘internet 
meme’. What on earth does that mean? 

Well, apparently an ‘internet meme’ is a ‘bait 
and switch’; basically it’s when a person pro¬ 
vides a hyperlink that they claim is relevant to a 
particular topic, but when the user clicks on the 
link they are taken to a completely different site.

They did it under the noses of colleagues, lob¬ 
byists, staff and the public and then released a 
YouTube video on April Fool’s Day that went 
viral and has had 780,000 views. 

The practical joke was masterminded by Jeffer¬ 
son Smith, a Portland Democrat who managed 
to persuade his colleagues to speak the lyrics of 
the pop ballad a word or phrase at a time. 
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This idea itself isn’t entirely new, I heard my 
boys discussing a similar scheme that they have 
often played, particularly at work. 

One of my son Matt’s part-time jobs, as he 
funds his way through university, is in a call cen¬ 
tre. To brighten their working day their mission 
was to include certain phrases or words within 
their conversations with customers. 

All very childish, I know, but it makes the day 
go faster and it’s not hurting anyone.

Trust banks on new 
hospital to help it 
boost satisfaction

HEALTH bosses are hoping the 
opening of the new hospital at Pem- 
bury in September will improve pa¬ 
tient satisfaction scores. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust was rated among the 
worst in the country for privacy 
in A&E, waiting times to be admit¬ 
ted, food and providing single sex 
wards, according to the latest in¬ 
patient survey by the Care Quality 
Commission. 

The health watchdog asked 
former patients in September and 
October 2010 to rate the care they 
received while in hospital in July 
last year. 

Flo Panel-Coates, the trust’s di¬ 
rector of nursing, said: “Our nurs¬ 
ing and medical vacancy rates are 
now at their lowest level for years

and patients are benefiting from the 
consistency of care that brings. 

“Consistently achieving single 
sex wards is an ongoing challenge 
for us, and while we are doing all 
we can to champion patient priva¬ 
cy and dignity, the new Tunbridge 
Wells Hospital at Pembury holds 
many of the answers.” 

The trust said its own patient 
survey for July 2010 mirrored the 
national report, which showed 
a dip in patient satisfaction. Last 
summer was one of the busiest on 
record, the trust said. 

Miss Panel-Coates said: “We 
could see from our own patient 
satisfaction survey in July last year 
that consistency was a problem last 
summer and we acted. 

“While many patients still had 
a good experience overall, parts of 
their experience could have been 
improved. 


“If we admitted a patient swiftly 
into hospital, we might then have 
struggled to discharge them home 
as quickly as we would have liked. 

“Similarly, the written informa¬ 
tion we provide patients with when 
they do go home is generally good, 
but we weren’t always consistently 
as good at explaining other messag¬ 
es to patients during their care.” 

The trust said it had faced chal¬ 
lenges keeping its wards single sex, 
while ensuring patients were ap¬ 
propriately admitted to the right 
ward. 

“Unless clinically necessary, be¬ 
ing moved between wards does 
nothing positive for patients and 
that is another area we’ve worked 
hard on,” Miss Panel-Coates added. 
“Improvements can still be made, 
but our patients are telling us we’re 
heading in the right direction. ” 

Since July 2010, the trust said 



it had recruited more doctors and 
nurses to reduce its reliance on 
agency staff. It said this had helped 
to improve patient experience. 

The trust announced that it will 
publish its monthly patient satis¬ 
faction results online from May. 

Since July, patient satisfaction 
has increased by eight per cent, 
the trust said. Figures for the April 
patient satisfaction surveys will be 
posted on the trust’s website (www. 
mtw.nhs.uk) at the end of May. 


Ovarian cancer help ‘will save lives’ 


WOMEN with ovarian cancer have welcomed 
new guidance on the disease that aims to im¬ 
prove the speed of diagnosis. 

Sara Cunningham, who lives in Tunbridge 
Wells, was just 39 when she was diagnosed last 
year, after suffering pains in her stomach. 

“I did not think they were severe enough to 
see a doctor so I left it maybe six weeks, ” she said. 
“I then had a lump in my stomach that made me 
look about 20 weeks pregant, but actually it was 
cancer.” 

Once she went to see the doctor in September 
things moved quickly and by October she had an 
operation to remove her left ovary and then in 
December had a total hysterectomy. 

Ms Cunningham, now 40, was about to have 
her final chemotherapy when we spoke to her 
last week. 

“It’s pretty hard,” she said. “The chemo is to 
get anything that might be left. ” 

She said it was important for women to know 
the symptoms of ovarian cancer, which are pel¬ 


vic or abdominal pain, frequently needing to 
urinate, difficulty eating and/or feeling full and 
persistant abdominal distension (or bloating). 

Ovarian cancer has been difficult to diagnose 
and its symptoms are commonly misdiagnosed 
as irritable bowel syndrome. 

The new guidance from the National Institute 
of Health and Clinical Excellence (Nice) states 
that GPs should offer more blood tests that meas¬ 
ure a key protein called CA125 if frequent sym- 
toms are present. 

Although the tests are not 100 per cent accu¬ 
rate, 80 per cent of woman with advanced ovar¬ 
ian cancer have the protein. 

Delayed diagnosis means the UK has one of the 
worst surival rates in Europe. Each year, 6,800 
women are diagnosed with ovarian cancer but 
only about a third are still alive five years on. 

Frances Reid, director of public affairs at the 
charity Target Ovarian Cancer, said the new 
guidance could save hundreds of lives. 

“Women and GPs must be aware of the fre¬ 


quent symptoms, particularly when they hap¬ 
pen more than 12 times a month,” she said. 

Ms Cunningham, who has a three-year-old 
daughter, said: “I hope this will help GPs and 
women be more vigilant about the symptoms. 

“The important thing now is that the Depart¬ 
ment of Health puts ovarian cancer in the can¬ 
cer awareness raising campaign.” 

Esther Matthews, of Langton Green, was 59 
when she was diagnosed with ovarian cancer. 

“Doctors really did not know what to look for, ” 
she said. “At first I was tested for IBS, urinary in¬ 
fection and cholesterol and kidney problems. 

“It was only because I persisted in going back 
to the hospital. Eventually I had a CT scan, ultra¬ 
sound and a CA125 test.” 

Mother of three Mrs Matthews found out she 
had stage four ovarian cancer, which is the most 
severe. After surgery and chemotherapy, she 
has been given the all-clear.

Patients going private as pressure on NHS increases 


A PRIVATE surgeon has seen a 
large increase in patients, due to 
“major restrictions” in the NHS. 

Mr Waleed Edrees, who works at 
the Spire Tunbridge Wells Hospital, 
predicted the exodus of patients 
seeking private treatment would 
continue to increase. 

It comes as a survey commis¬ 
sioned by Spire Healthcare found 


GPs were experiencing lengthening 
waiting times and restrictions on 
the availability of NHS services, in¬ 
cluding cancer and cardiac care. 

Mr Edrees, a vascular surgeon, 
said: “There have been major re¬ 
strictions within the NHS for vari¬ 
cose vein surgery, with only severe 
and complicated cases being treat¬ 
ed. Furthermore, advancements in 


more modern techniques, such as 
radiofrequency ablation, are not 
widely accessible within the NHS. 

“This has resulted in a large in¬ 
crease in patients seeking private 
treatment. I can only see this in¬ 
creasing further as the NHS strug¬ 
gles to cope with the amount of pa¬ 
tients needing treatment.” 

Spire’s survey found that in the 


South East, weight loss surgery and 
orthopaedic treatments were the 
biggest victims of NHS pressures. 

Dr Jean-Jacques de Gorter, clini¬ 
cal director of the private hospital 
group, said: “We think offering 
choice is important.” 

Research found that speed of 
treatment was the main reason pa¬ 
tients turned to private treatment.

1950s semi 
transformed 
into energy 
efficient high 
tech home

A HOME built more than 50 years ago has had 
energy efficiency technology added as part of an 
initiative to cut emissions and heating bills. 

A three-bedroom semi-detached home in 
Sherwood, Tunbridge Wells, now has triple glaz¬ 
ing, external cladding for insulation, a wood 
burner, an A-rated gas boiler and solar panels to 
produce hot water and heating, as well as under¬ 
floor heating on the ground floor. 

A heating management system, which 
automatically selects the best option at any 
time, a ventilation system with heat recovery 
which lets fresh air into the house without losing 
heat, underfloor insulation on the ground floor 
and an energy-efficient 
cooker and fridge freez¬ 
er were also added to 
the home. 

This was installed by 
the housing association 
Town & Country. 

Tunbridge Wells MP 
Greg Clark, the decen¬ 
tralisation minister and 
former shadow energy 
and climate change 
secretary, visited the 
Rankine Road house to 
see first hand how the 
tenants were set to ben¬ 
efit from the work. 

“Most of the houses 
we will have in the next 
50 years have already been built,” he said. “That 
means finding ways to improve the energy effi¬ 
ciency of existing homes is of huge importance. 

“What Town & Country have done proves 
that massive changes in energy efficiency can be 
made, saving money and reducing emissions. I 
look forward to Town & Country applying these 
lessons to the other houses they own in and 
around Tunbridge Wells.” 

The house was chosen for the Government’s 
Retrofit for the Future, part of a programme to 
cut bills and carbon emissions. 

Bob Heapy, Town & Country’s chief executive, 
said the lessons learned would be a great benefit 
to other residents in Sherwood and elsewhere. 

“We have around 2,000 similar homes which 
were built more than 50 years ago and which in 
time we hope to fit with the most effective of these 
technologies,” he said. “We chose this house be¬ 
cause it was a typical example from that period, 
built with low levels of energy efficiency. ” 

Dawn Stanford lives in the house. 

Mr Heapy said: “We are very grateful to Dawn 
and her family for allowing us to use them as 
guinea pigs. We are now looking at how we can 
fund these improvements and then draw up a 
programme for other homes. The savings would 
be different for individual homes but in some 
cases they could be around £200 a year. 

“The work was funded by the Government, 
which meant we did not have to divert money 
from the improvements we are making to the 
homes of other residents.”

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RESTORATION 

Historic furniture will 
undergo forensic tests 
to find hidden secrets

A FASCINATING project to 
discover what happened to 
important antique furniture 
over the centuries is set to be 
launched at Knole. 

Experts at the National Trust 
house in Sevenoaks will carry 
out forensic examinations on 
a Queen Anne period sofa and 
two chairs, which are hun¬ 
dreds of years old, before they 
are restored. 

Freelance textile conservator 
Kate Gill will be working on the 
furniture using non-invasive 
techniques including UV light 
and magnification for her in¬ 
vestigation. She will also be 
taking samples to analyse the 
weave, fibre and dyes. 

The trust said that historic 
records showed previous resi¬ 
dents at Knole had tried to 
preserve the collection in ways 
that would horrify conservators 
today. For example, the 1864 
inventory of the house refers to 
“a blue and white embroidered 
satin counterpane with fringe 
border”, which was “cut up to 
cover chairs [and] stools”. 

But no one really knows 
how the three pieces of furni¬ 
ture were made and have been 
treated, preserved, re-uphol¬ 
stered, patched, damaged or 
mended in hundreds of years. 

Visitors will be able to see Ms 
Gill at work in the Reynolds 
Room from June 1-3 and 8-10. 

Knole’s furniture is of in¬ 
ternational significance with 
many pieces from the royal 
palaces including the lost pal¬ 
ace of Whitehall, which was 
destroyed by fire in 169 8. 


The trust said the collection 
needed urgent conservation 
with the colours faded and deli¬ 
cate silks shredded. 

A spokeswoman said: “Be¬ 
fore a major conservation 
project on the furniture gets 
underway, we need to know 
more about how the furniture 
was made, what materials 
were used in the construction 
and, most interestingly, what 
has happened to them over the 
centuries. While the three piec¬ 
es chosen cannot tell us every¬ 
thing about Knole’s collection, 
knowing what lies beneath will 
be of enormous importance in 
planning its conservation.” 

The forensic examination of 
the furniture is part of a wider 
conservation project at Knole. 
Already a strikingly realistic 3D 
photographic wallpaper has re¬ 
placed the contents of the Rey¬ 
nolds Room. The room is one of 
13 unheated, dark, draughty 
and leaky showrooms, which 
are being restored to protect 
their valuable content. 

All the paintings, including 
works by the influential 18 th 
century artists Joshua Reynolds 
and Thomas Gainsborough, and 


furniture has been removed. 

Over the winter, the windows 
were sealed with new lead, the 
floor and ceiling insulated, and 
the wall rewired and primed 
with environmental monitors. 

The vinyl photographic wall¬ 
paper was then fastened into 
place. A room-sized electric 
heating mat has been placed 
on the floor and a further three 
standing heaters brought in, 
which will gently heat the 
space when humidity levels 
rise above a certain level. 

More than 90,000 visitors 
will pass through the room this 
summer breathing out mois¬ 
ture and shedding dust. 

The trust said this was an es¬ 
sential part of the project. The 
room will be monitored to find 
the most stable conservation 
conditions. Once these have 
been discovered the panoramic 
will be removed, the wall in¬ 
sulated and proper lighting 
installed. Then everything will 
be put back and the Reynolds 
Room will return to its former 
glory, but better lit, with a con¬ 
trolled environment and serving 
as a model for work on the rest 
of Knole’s state apartments.

Room to heal the whole person 


Dr Gareth Tuckwell, chief executive of Burrswood Hospital, explains 
the thinking behind the spiritual and medical care offered to patients 


HEALTHCARE today is so of¬ 
ten seen in terms of specialties, 
sub-specialties and procedures, 
rather than being centred 
round individuals and the to¬ 
tality of their need: a need that 
often springs from isolation. 

In the UK, almost seven mil¬ 
lion people live alone, nearly a 
third of whom have a chronic 
or progressive disease. 

Medical care is changing, 
because of superb diagnostic 
tools as well as the pressures 
of an ageing population. In 
the UK we have the additional 
pressures faced by the NHS. 
Doctors struggle to think out¬ 
side the box. 

Evidence-based medicine and 
technology, whilst commenda¬ 
ble, mean doctors rarely see the 
need to question cogently, lis¬ 
ten carefully or observe keenly. 
The clinical diagnosis is discov¬ 
ered on the screen or in the test 
results, but is that enough? 

So often we find the patient’s 
story has not been heard prior 


to their admission. With a 
speedy consultation the sensi¬ 
tivity to language and emotion 
is lost and the real cause of ma¬ 
laise and dysfunction is often 
missed. We can fail to see the 
person in the patient. 

As far as spiritual care goes, 
with NHS trusts and primary 
care trusts (PCTs) driven to bal¬ 
ance the books and only spend 
on ‘best value’, there is grow¬ 
ing evidence that employing 
chaplains is a low priority. 

Yet, whatever our faith or 
lack of it, within us all is a 
search for meaning. Each one 
of us has spiritual needs which 
tend to surface in times of ill¬ 
ness. We need opportunities to 
make sense of whatever comes 
our way. 

Burrswood is much more 
than just a hospital and the 
breadth of what goes on as¬ 
tonishes visitors. It is a place 
apart, a place of healing, spa¬ 
cious, much prayed in and with 
a pervading sense of peace. 


Bishop Morris Maddocks 
used to say that in our rushed, 
instant, microwaved world, 
space is often needed to heal; 
space with God, in the beauty 
of His creation and space filled 
with the presence of prayer. 

But Burrswood is also a 
place of professional and clini¬ 
cal expertise. We have 40 beds 
for inpatients, most of whom 
come for short-term medical 
and post-operative care. 

From the outpatients depart¬ 
ment to the hydrotherapy pool; 
from the work with those with 
Chronic Fatigue Syndrome, 
post-traumatic stress and 
burn-out to the rehabilitation 
of those wanting to keep mo¬ 
bile and at work, despite their 
progressing disease, to 24/7 
palliative care where not only 
nurses but also resident doctors 
and chaplains can be with you 
and your family at whatever 
time the need is there. 

Burrswood must be there for 
the increasing number of peo-

pie who fall through the gaps 
in healthcare provision. The 
demand for beds is strong, but 
we long for everyone to realise 
we are delivering cutting edge 
care and are regarded as a cen¬ 
tre of excellence. 

The chair of a nearby PCT 
says we undersell ourselves, 
and they have no concerns 
about our ‘Christian’ label; 
they go for our values, our 
added value and ability to offer 
complex care. 

On reflection, all that 
Burrswood Hospital and Place 
of Healing has to offer has nev¬ 
er been more needed. 

■ The hospital in Groombridge 
was founded by Dorothy Kerin 
in 1948, funded by donations. 

Kerin, who died in 1963, 
pioneered what is now known 
as ‘whole person care’. She 
believed in bringing together 
medicine and Christian heal¬ 
ing. Burrswood became a fully- 
registered hospital in 2000. It 
is run by a charity.

Linking into the base 
rate works both ways 


Q My husband and I have a joint 
credit card account with Hali¬ 
fax, which says it will now link 
interest charges to the Bank of England 
base rate. Does this mean what it sug¬ 
gests? Will our interest go down if there 
is a cut in the official rate, or up if there 
is an increase? Or is it a one-way street, 
with rises but no reductions? Will this 
apply to other card companies as well? 

A The good news is that this is not 
a one-way street. If the Bank 
of England cuts its interest rate 
then so will Halifax. The bad news 
is that with interest rates as low as 
they are, a cut is virtually impossible 
and a rise is virtually inevitable. And 
there are more changes on the way. 
From August, each cardholder will 
be allocated a personal interest rate. 
There will no longer be different rates 
for purchases and cash withdrawals. 

If you and your husband use your 
card only for shopping, you could see 
interest charges reduced, Halifax says. 
But if you draw cash as well, your in¬ 
terest will be higher. The Bank of Eng¬ 
land rate will be added to your personal 
interest rate, starting in November, and 
this will change whenever the Bank’s 
base rate changes. Your personal rate 
could also change if there is any altera¬ 
tion in your use of the card, such as 
missing repayments or making heavier 
use of cash withdrawals. However, not 
all Halifax cardholders will be affected 
right away. If you took out your card 
within the past six months or if you 
have the Clarity card, the way your 
interest charges are calculated will 
not be changed until next year. 

No other card issuer is following the 
same path yet, but if Halifax shows it 
can increase its profits by squeezing a 
bit more out of its customers, others are 
likely to follow suit. 


Q We claim working tax credit 
and child tax credit, and the 
amount we get has gone down, 
even though our income in April was 
the same as we had for March. 

A The chancellor, George Os¬ 
borne, announced new rules 
in his first budget last June, 
and those rules came into effect last 
month. For example, the amount of 
help you can get with childcare costs 
dropped from 80pc to 70pc. And the 
extra credit that was paid for babies 
under one year old has been scrapped 
completely. Another big change is 
that over the past year, if your total 
income was under £50,000, your basic 
child tax credit payments would not 
be reduced. Now the limit has dropped 
to £40,000. Without knowing all the 
details of your income and family 
circumstances, I cannot be sure why 
your credit income has fallen, 
but these are the biggest changes 
that are likely to hit you. If you think 
the answer lies elsewhere, the official 
Tax Credit Helpline (0845 300 3900)

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k I read your recent advice, saying 
I that it was no longer legal to 
Jmake people retire just because 
they nave reached 65. Can you answer 
two questions, please, and say whether 
I can draw my state pension but still 
carry on working - and, if so, will I be 
liable for national insurance contribu¬ 
tions? 


A There is nothing to stop you 
drawing your state pension 
and still working. Remem¬ 
ber, though, that the state pension is 
taxable, so when it is added to your 
earnings, a chunk will almost certainly 
go to the tax man. One alternative, 
of course, is to postpone taking your 
pension.

It’s the little things 
that buyers notice 


DON’T bother washing the car - but 
whatever you do, make sure the 
house is de-cluttered. 

Many homeowners continue to 
have misconceptions about what 
to do to help sell their property, of¬ 
ten missing the obvious and instead 
wasting their time on the unneces¬ 
sary, according to a new report. 

They may be better off listening 
to the advice of property valuation 
experts when deciding how to spend 
their time and money in preparation 
for opening their doors to potential 
buyers.

chips or wallpapering, they said in a 
survey by leading mortgage provider 
HSBC. 

The research, which questioned 
householders and property valu¬ 
ation experts, also revealed the 
smaller jobs around the house which 
can help homeowners to sell their 
property. 

While more than two thirds of 
homeowners thought cleaning the 
windows would be worthwhile, only 
a third of property experts agreed. 

The experts, however, gave a high 
rating to the relatively minor idea of 
repainting or varnishing a front door, 
while homeowners did not generally 
think it was worthwhile. 

Householders should also worry 
less about putting rubbish bins out 
of sight or washing the car, and con¬ 
centrate instead on repairing old 
fences and gates. 

Stuart Beattie, head of mortgages 


at HSBC, said: “Our survey shows 
that many homeowners have spent 
the recent bank holidays making 
home improvements. 

“While work such as replacing 
windows or redecorating will make 
your home more attractive to pro¬ 
spective buyers, it is often the small, 
last-minute jobs like painting the 
front door that can make all the dif¬ 
ference. 

“First impressions really do count.” 

Other tips for successful sales in¬ 
clude: 

■ Look at your neighbours’ houses. 
If they look tidier than yours, that 
first impression has failed. 

■ Don’t over-improve - the buyer 
will probably want to put their mark 
on the house and new carpets for the 
sake of it don’t always work. 

■ Replace old-fashioned switches 
and electrical sockets - not neces¬ 
sarily particularly expensive, but 
old looking electrical switches and 
sockets can make an instant nega¬ 
tive impression.

Unmarried homeowners 
will keep an eye on ruling

THE WAY property is divided up be¬ 
tween unmarried couples after they 
split up could be set for a shake up 
and significant clarification as a re¬ 
sult of a Supreme Court hearing. 

That may not be the end result 
of the Kernott v Jones case, which 
was opened in the Supreme Court 
on Wednesday, but family lawyers 
around the country, their clients 
and people choosing between mar¬ 
riage and simply living together will 
be keeping a close eye on the result 
and its ramifications. 

It is a matter which impacts on 
thousands of people around the 
country and causes deep rifts be¬ 
tween families. The case has prompt¬ 
ed a rallying call from experts who 
say the law relating to property in¬ 
terests of cohabiting couples is cur¬ 
rently an “unsatisfactory muddle”. 


Kernott v Jones was previously 
heard by the Court of Appeal in 
2010. It concerned property jointly 
owned by two parties, Leonard Ker¬ 
nott and Patricia Jones. 

Upon separation Miss Jones con¬ 
tinued to live in the property and 
paid the mortgage and all outgo¬ 
ings. Twelve years later Mr Kernott 
sought his half share of the equity in 
the property. 

The Court of Appeal ruled the 
couple had intended to share the 
property equally despite Mr Kernott 
moving out, Miss Jones paying all 
the outgoings on the property for 12 
years, and Mr Kernott having noth¬ 
ing to do with his share in the prop¬ 
erty for that period. 

Miss Jones has now appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 

Meredith Thompson, a family law 
specialist at law firm M ills & Reeve, 
said: “The law relating to the prop¬ 
erty interests of cohabiting couples is 


currently an unsatisfactory muddle. 

“It relies on an unholy mix of ex¬ 
press and implied trusts, and in some 
circumstances enables a court to 
retrospectively infer what the parties 
intended as to the ownership even if 
they intended nothing of the sort. 

“If the Supreme Court upholds The 
Court of Appeal’s decision that joint 
ownership means a 50/50 split, this 
will put a stop to the recent tendency 
of the courts to infer intentions of 
the property owners as to how they 
share the equity in property. 

“This will amount to a strict inter¬ 
pretation of property law and an end 
to judges attempting to introduce 
some element of fairness into what 
can be a very harsh reality for some 
people. 

“Alternatively the Supreme Court 
may support the original trial judge’s 
decision that the equity ought to be 
split 90pc in favour of Miss Jones 
who had paid the mortgage and all 


outgoings for the 12 years following 
separation. 

“The original trial judge had in¬ 
ferred to the parties an intention that 
the beneficial interest in the property 
would be split that way. 

“This follows the recent judicial 
trend to use the idea of ‘inferred in¬ 
tention’ to get around legally correct 
but morally unfair results.” 

Clarification of the law was long 
overdue, added Miss Thompson. 

Nigel Shepherd, a partner in the 
family team at Mills & Reeve, said: 
“It is very difficult for lawyers to ad¬ 
vise clients with the current state of 
affairs, when the whole basis of the 
law and its interpretation may be up 
for grabs. The case, therefore, begs 
the question of whether lawyers 
should be holding back on advice in 
similar situations pending the deci¬ 
sion of the Supreme Court, or if they 
might be considered negligent if they 
do proceed.”

Big rise in sale of million-pound properties 


THE NUMBER of Elm property 
sales increased at the fastest rate 
for four years during 2010. 

According to a report by Lloyds 
TSB, which used data from the 
Land Registry and Registers 
of Scotland, there were 7,185 
residential property deals worth at 
Least £1 million in Britain last year 
- up 54pc on the 2009 figure. 

However, the research showed 
that the bulk of these transactions 


happened in a few areas of London, 
with the market in other parts of the 
country remaining subdued. 

And despite the Large annual in¬ 
crease in the number of Elm trans¬ 
actions, the 2010 Level is still 13pc 
below the Level it reached before the 
financial crisis in 2007. 

There was also a substantial 
rise in the number of muLti-miLLion- 
pound transactions. 

A total of 1,420 properties worth 


at Least £2m changed hands during 
2010, up by 62pc on a year earlier. 

And there was a 79pc increase in 
the number of £5m-plus deals. 

"The number of properties sold 
for over Elm has risen substantially 
over the past year, reflecting the 
strength of the very top end of the 
housing market," said Lloyds TSB 
housing economist Suren Thiru. 

"A small number of areas in 
London still account for the lion's 


share of all Elm sales, with housing 
market activity in such Locations 
continuing to benefit from strong 
demand from wealthy international 
buyers and Limited supply. 

"In contrast, the level of activity 
across the wider housing market 
remains subdued." 

The bank estimated that nearly 
185,000 homes in the country 
Britain were now worth Elm or 
more.

Osborne vows to tackle jobs 
and housing during Gills visit

CHANCELLOR George Osborne spoke of his 
commitment to the county during a whistlestop 
pre-local election push in Kent. 

The Tory frontbencher met Gillingham FC’s 
manager Andy Hessenthaler and senior squad 
at the team’s Priestfield Stadium on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

After a brief period out on the hallowed turf, 
Osborne was quizzed on his plans to encourage 
job creation across the county, which took a 
huge hit last month after its firms failed to secure 
a single penny in the first £450 million round 
of the Government’s Regional Growth Fund 
(RGF). 

Just one of the Kent, Essex and East Susex 
Local Enterprise Partnership’s 17 applications 
was successful, and that was from Essex-based 
e2v Technologies. 

But Osborne said the region was key to the 
country and would benefit from the London 
2012 Olympics. 

“The South East is an incredibly important 
region for the country and we are committed to 
some really big investments here, particularly 
in transport with the Crossrail development due 
to connect London with the Thames Gateway 
area,” he said. 

“The Olympics will also bring a lot of money 
to the county. But on top of that we’re always 
looking at what more we can do for local areas, 
and [Medway MP] Rehman Chishti and Medway 
Council have been talking about what we can

do for the towns. All parts of the country need 
assistance in different ways, but the key here is 
to get transport and housing right in the South 
East, and making sure the jobs are here. These 
are our priorities.” 

Osborne also reassured north Kent businesses 
that the much-lauded Thames Gateway corridor 
was very much in the Conservatives’ plans. 

He said: “We are still very committed to the 
Thames Gateway region, and the Olympics is 


the centrepiece of that project. But even though 
we’ve had to sort out the mess we inherited, I 
think we’ve been able to do that while keeping 
the key components of the TG project. 

“I was talking to Michael Heseltine about this 
the other day, as he had the original vision for 
the project. We both agreed it was one of the 
most important projects in the whole of the 
country, and that the Olympics and high-speed 
rail create an opportunity to take the region into 
the 21st century.” 

Last month Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter spoke of his disappointment that Kent 
had been overlooked by the RGF panel but that 
Government was beginning to recognise that 
the South East was not entirely prosperous and 
certain to deliver growth. 

“I think the message is slowly getting through, 
but it was Michael Heseltine and others whose 
job it was to sift through the Regional Growth 
Fund applications, and Nick Clegg who made 
the final decision. So no matter what other min¬ 
isters want to do, it’s the panel that will decide,” 
Cllr Carter said. 

“Disappointed would not be the right word be¬ 
cause I was not very optimistic bearing in mind 
the noises from certain people in the Govern¬ 
ment that the South East would not be a signifi¬ 
cant recipient of the fund. 

“But just because it sees us as having a pros¬ 
perous economy does not mean we shouldn’t 
have an even more prosperous economy.” 

Cllr Carter said he was hopeful Kent would fare 
better when the second round of funding, worth 
about £1 billion, was announced this summer.

Fit to work figures 
prompt reforms 

THREE out of four recent sickness 
benefit applicants were found to be 
fit for work, Government figures have 
revealed. 

The statistics showed 887,300 
healthy employees attempted to get 
their hands on taxpayers' cash between 
2008 and 2010. 

Of those, 39 per cent were deemed 
‘fit for work’ while a further 36 per cent 
abandoned their claim before their 
medical assessment was complete 
- suggesting they knew it would be 
thrown out. The shock figures were 
taken from 1,175,000 new Employment 
and Support Allowance (ESA) 
applicants during a 22-month period. 

Employment Minister Chris Grayling 
said: "Once again we have clear 
evidence of the need for change in our 
welfare system. That's why we are 
reassessing all of those claimants. 

"We will, of course, carry on providing 
unconditional support to those who 
cannot work, but for those who can it's 
right and proper that they start back on 
the road to employment."

School enterprise 
will help start-ups 

SOUTH East entrepreneurs have cited 
the creation of more school enterprise 
courses as the most important factor 
of securing the next generation of 
successful solo start-ups. 

Almost two in five (39 per cent) of 
the region's entrepreneurs listed such 
educational enterprise ventures as their 
top priority, when questioned by Coutts. 

The creation of entrepreneurial 
apprentices and more positive stories 
around entrepreneurs as role models 
came in second and third place with 29 
and 13 per cent, respectively. 

Coutts' South East managing partner 
Andy Rymer said: "What's important 
is to get real-life entrepreneurs 
and business owners together with 
school pupils and students to help 
set up apprenticeships and mentoring 
schemes to grow the sector. Startup 
Britain has been building such connections.

POLITICAL commentators may question the 
effectiveness of Chancellor George Osborne's 
visit to Gillingham FC's Priestfield Stadium 
this week, being as he spoke with only the 
vice-chairman, manager, senior players and a 
handful of local reporters. 

And sports commentators may 
question his timing, what with his 
Tatton constituency’s close proximity to 
Macclesfield FC, who humbled the Gills on 
their own patch just four days previous. 

But away from the worlds of local 
elections and League Two football clubs, 
Osborne hinted that Pfizer's site may soon be 
converted into one of the Government's new 
Enterprise Zones (EZ). 

While refusing to be drawn directly on 
the issue, the Chancellor said the unwanted 
research and development site in Sandwich 
was suitable for an EZ and that he recognised 
the effects Pfizer's withdrawal would have on 
the county, including issues such as initial job 
losses and the migration of skilled workers 
elsewhere. 

It is encouraging that he understands the 
importance of incentivising businesses to fill 
the void created by Pfizer. 

Time will tell if Osborne's hint proves 
telling or if the Government has another 
home in mind for Kent, East Sussex and 
Essex Local Enterprise Partnership's EZ.

RESEARCH fellowships worth a total of 
£1.25 m i ll ion have been handed out to 
five leading horticultural academics. 

The five-year funding has been made 
available thanks to a collaboration be¬ 
tween the East Mailing Trust (EMT), 
Horticultural Development Company 
(HDC) and the Horticultural Trades As¬ 
sociation (HTA). 

EMT chairman said it was vital that 
the private sector stepped in to support 
UK horticulture research and develop¬ 
ment and called on other organisations 
and businesses to do the same. 

“It is feared that public funding 
cutbacks are undermining research, 
which is essential for the industry if it is 
to remain competitive in a global mar¬ 
ketplace,” he said. 

“Furthermore, the UK as a whole 
needs the industry to ensure a viable 
future for food production and to pro¬ 
vide the social, economic, environmen¬ 
tal, health and wellbeing benefits from 
plants and the landscape. 

“These Fellowships are enabling our 
industry to develop nationally signifi¬ 
cant work, and to facilitate the employ¬ 
ment and mentoring of a new genera¬ 
tion of science specialists.” 

Awards were presented to scientists 
and academics at East Mailing Re¬ 
search (EMR), ADAS, Harper Adams 
and Stockbridge Technology Centre 
(STC) on Thursday, April 28. 

EMR will use the funding to appoint 
a trainee researcher in plant pathology 
and crop protection, while ornamentals 
epertise will be strengthened at STC. 

Two young entomologists will be 
trained and mentored at ADAS, initial¬ 
ly focusing on integrated pest manage¬ 
ment research. ADAS will also develop 


horticultural weeds expertise that 
would otherwise soon disappear. 

HDC chairman Neil Bragg said: “The 
awards are essential to ensure that we 
support the future development of es¬ 
sential applied scientists and to ensure 
that the work and experience of the ex¬ 
isting scientists is not lost but developed 
for the future. 

“The Fellowships have been made to 
try to cover essential skills which are 
threatened at present, such as weeds 
science, entomology, and ornamentals 
research. The collaboration between 
EMT, HDC & HTA is hopefully a model 
which other groups can follow or add to 
for the future.” 

David Gwyther, HTA Director Gener¬ 


al, said: “Outside of limited funds from 
the HDC the ornamentals sector has 
virtually no other support for applied 
research. The industry had to act now 
to prevent further decline and I am de¬ 
lighted that many of these fellowships 
will directly benefit the ornamentals 
industry.” 

The awarding of the five Fellowships 
follows an agreement signed between 
EMT, HDC and HTA at Fruit Focus 
2010, held at EMR. 

The partners have also agreed to 
support a number of unsuccessful Fel¬ 
lowship application projects to submit 
bids for funding from BBSRC, Technol¬ 
ogy Strategy Board, or HDC cross-panel 
funding.

The Marketing Eye's 
managing director Neil 
Edwards said: "The Red 
Tape Challenge is popularity 
politics of the worst order 
and reeks of civil servants 
advising ministers on how to 
win the hearts of business 
owners, without the first 
idea of what it's Like to run a 
small business. 

"If they think business 
owners come into work 
every day worrying about 
one regulation or another, 
they are on another planet. It 
is Liquidity: access to finance; 
the cost of employing people

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High-spec medical manufacturer 
looks forward a to healthy future 


The BIG Interview 

Integrated Technologies Limited is the name 
behind the biggest brands in medical diagnostic 
instrumentation. Chief executive Tom Cole told 
Business Week editor Simon Robinson how 
the established Ashford firm is called upon to 
bring cutting-edge products to market, at times 
taking them from inital concept right through to 
mass manufacture and distribution 



TL’S chief executive Tom Cole has his sights 
set on the Germans. 

The qualified electronics engineer said 
the high-spec medical diagnostic instru¬ 
mentation design and manufacturing com¬ 
pany wanted to move into new markets, in¬ 
cluding Germany, where their nearest European 
rivals operate. 

The bold move is part of ITL’s plans to build 
upon their title of the UK’s number one firm in 
the field, and will also see them move into India 
as well as further develop its Chinese arm, used 
for high volume production as well as distribu¬ 
tion and warehousing. 

Mr Cole and his marketing director, Dr Greg 
Smith, will be leading a delegation to India to 
find distributors for their own products in this 
growing market place. Building a UK-India rela¬ 
tionship is among their top priorities. 

Cole said the company, which offers an unri¬ 
valled one-stop shop approach to the design and 
manufacture of some of the latest cutting edge 
medical equipment, was perfectly placed to ex¬ 
pand. 

He said: “There are businesses that design 
products and there are those that manufacture 
them. What we can do is take a product through 
from its initial conception through to manufac¬ 
turing. It’s definitely one of our unique selling 
points because our customers can come in with 
just a drawing on the back of a cigarette packet 
and we will take it through the design, proto¬ 
typing, manufacturing and commercialisation 
processes. 

“In the UK we’re number one because we’re 
the only company that does what we do. Within 
12 months of that idea coming to us the client 
will be able to take a world class product to mar¬ 
ket. We guarantee that.” 

The company, based in Ellingham Way, 
Ashford, was established 3 5 years ago and has 
grown into a streamlined machine. 

The 7 5 on-site staff are split between research 
and design and manufacturing departments. 

Currently the company is working on 10 new 
products at the R&D stage while producing a fur¬ 
ther 20 on the shop floor. 

Inside the firm’s long, narrow boardroom Cole 
fanned out a number of promotional pamphlets 
for a range of high-tech medical products his 
company has built or designed, or both, in re¬ 
cent years. 

He also pointed to a stylish piece of machinery 


sitting on a desk at the end of the room. His team 
had been asked to re-work the product, which 
had been ‘completed’ by a Singapore rival - and 
was as big as a dining room table when they got 
their hands on it. 

A major overhaul later and the sleek unit was 
a third of its former size. 

Cole said his company’s first class reputation 
and associated successes - such as those in front 
of me - were largely thanks to his highly-skilled 
staff. 

“It’s a team effort,” he said. “No one person 
in this organisation can work in isolation. The 
team must work together. The reason that works 
so well is that most people here have worked to¬ 
gether for so long. Most of our engineers have 
been with the company for 20 to 25 years and 
I think that’s because we give them such a wide 
range of life-saving products to work on. 

“We didn’t realise how good our engineers 
were until we compared them with others 
around the world. It’s only when you put them 
up against engineers in China and the US that 
you see we’re in a different league entirely. 

“I think the reason we’re such a cut above is 
that our engineers are very commercially mind¬ 
ed and very practical: they get the job done in 
nine to 12 months. And we pride ourselves on 
never having any product returns - that’s why 
we get repeat customers.” 

Cole said the company’s customer attention to 
aftercare was also part of their success in retain¬ 
ing clients. 


He said: “We always keep in contact with the 
customer once we’ve designed and manufac¬ 
tured their product because we want to know 
how sales are going and what the feedback from 
users has been so we can make any necessary 
improvements. 

“It’s a continuous process, we don’t just make 
an item and then forget about it. We want to en¬ 
hance it so that the customer keeps coming back 
to us.” 


Another factor in ITL’s rise to the top of the UK 
market is its security in diversity. 

Cole explained: “Last year there were tough 
times for the manufacturing industry because 
of the recession. Our customer had too much 
stock on finished instruments and were un¬ 
able to move them on as the market had slowed 
down. 

“But rather than standing still, they switched 
their focus to innovation and the next genera¬ 
tion of products. 

“So rather than spending money with us on 
manufacturing they spent money with us on 
R&D. We’re predicting growth of about 20 per 
cent in the next year and hope to take turnover 
up from £8 million to £10 million.” 

Finances aside, it is clear that Cole places equal 
value on the positive role the products they work 
on are having across the globe. 

“It’s a fantastic industry to be involved in,” he 
said. 

“Everyone likes to help save lives. If you think 
you’re contributing to putting world class prod¬ 
ucts into the market that are going to be able to 
help people, such as a machine that helps diag¬ 
nose breast cancer earlier, that brings us a lot of 
joy.” 

ITL are going to come up with innovations in 
new products, services and ways of doing busi¬ 
ness that will help get the economy going again.

New framework 
for filing fines 

SOLE traders and partners are set 
to face new penalties for filing their 
tax returns late. 

The new system, introduced 
by Her Majesty's Revenue and 
Customs, will see an initial £100 
fixed penalty issued to those who 
are even one day late in filling out 
the necessary paperwork, while 
those who are three months late 
will face aadditional fine of £10 per 
day, until the return is filed, for a 
maximum of 90 days. 

Reeves senior tax manager Nigel 
Moon said: "For tax returns up 
to 2009/10 the rules effectively 
capped a late filing penalty at the 
amount of tax unpaid at January 
31, and we have used this rule 
on our clients' behalf to good 
effect where returns have been 
unavoidably delayed. 

"However, we will find this route 
blocked in the future as a new 
penalties regime will now apply 
to any late tax return for 2010/11 
onwards. 

"Under the new system 
taxpayers who have not filed within 
six months of the filing date will 
face a minimum penalty of £1,300 
increasing to £1,600 if they are 12 
months late. 

"In addition, there may be 
tax geared penalties for late 
submission - and further tax 
geared penalties if tax is paid late."

Entrance point 
to England 

KENT'S business connections with 
the Continent are set to be boosted 
by a new multi-million-pound 
development. 

The planned Calais Premier park 
will be built across 160 hectares 
in the industrial zone of Turquerie, 
which stretches along the Calais- 
Dunkirk railway line and is situated 
between Calais Port and the 
Channel Tunnel. 

The first phase of the project will 
see logistics warehouses, industrial 
parks and commercial properties 
built on 50 hectares.

THE county’s private-equity 
outlook remains positive despite 
public sector spending cuts, ac¬ 
cording to the Matrix Group. 

Jonathan Gregory, Partner at 
Matrix Private Equity Partners 
(MPEP) said the market would 
favour “businesses of the highest 
quality” in the next six months. 

He said: “We have experienced 
a notable increase in investment 
driven by a change in the mind¬ 
set of owners who have moved 
from thinking about ‘when’ to 
‘how’ they can realise the value 
of their business. 

“Perceptions of business own¬ 
ers in Kent have changed due to 
the benefits of the benign capital 
taxes regime in comparison to 
the issues associated with the 
income tax system. Also there 
is a realisation that valuation 
prices are unlikely to increase 
significantly in the short or even 
medium term. 

“Kent is well positioned to 
weather the consequences of 
public sector spending cuts, ben- 
efitting from low interest rates 
and the weaker pound. We are 
seeing that our investee compa¬ 
nies based in the county are re¬ 
flecting this through exception¬ 
ally strong performance. 

“However even in Kent only 
those businesses of the highest 
quality will be able to command 
premium prices and the weaker 
players will struggle to attract 
investment or bank debt.”

Matrix has been very active 
on the investment trail, having 
completed three deals in the last 
two months alone - the £8.5 mil¬ 
lion management buyout (MBO) 
of printing business Automated 
Systems Group Ltd, the £9 mil¬ 
lion MBO of European recruit¬ 
ment provider RDL Corporation 
and the £4.5 million MBO of 
Kent based publishing business 
Faversham House. 

The firm is now looking for 
strong players operating in niche 
businesses that have significant 
opportunities for growth. 

But deals have been hindered 
by a lack of cash flow finance. 


Gregory said: “The availabil¬ 
ity of bank debt is mixed. For the 
larger transactions (north of 
£10 million), there does seem 
to be more appetite this year, 
however in the sub £10 million 
bracket the situation is much 
more varied particularly in rela¬ 
tion to cash flow lending. 

“In order to address the lack 
of cash flow finance for smaller 
businesses we provide the debt 
ourselves, as part of an over¬ 
all funding package that gives 
greater deliverability and cer¬ 
tainty to the vendor. 

“There is much more flexibil¬ 
ity from vendors with regards to 
how their consideration is paid; 
an increase in vendor loans be¬ 
ing used in order that the seller 
can benefit from better interest 
rates than offered on bank de¬ 
posits and a rise in vendors tak¬ 
ing small equity stakes in order 
to benefit from future potential 
valuation uplifts. 

“The exit environment is 
looking promising and there is 
growing interest from overseas 
buyers who perceive that UK 
businesses are looking relatively 
cheap. There is strong competi¬ 
tion for new deals as private eq¬ 
uity investors have significant 
levels of funds to deploy. 

“We expect our portfolio 
companies to benefit from par¬ 
ticularly strong demand in the 
mid-market, from private equity 
houses that have very high lev¬ 
els of liquidity and need to in¬ 
vest their funds in the next few 
years.”

AGEAS Insurance’s latest re¬ 
search has provided an insight 
into why domestic burglaries 
are on the rise. 

Figures collated by the insur¬ 
ance giant revealed that just 
under one in two adults (47 
per cent) do not lock their front 
door as a rule when they are at 
home. 

More than one in ten (13 per 
cent) only ever lock their front 
door at bedtime. 

Ageas also found that homes 
across the UK display on aver¬ 
age £1,223 of valuables such 
as TV’s, other electronic goods, 
antiques and works of art that 
are clearly visible for would-be 
burglars to see through home 
windows. 

Nearly one in five residents 
(18 per cent) said that as much 
as £2,000 or more worth of 
valuables could be seen by a 
passer-by looking through a 
window and one in three (35 
per cent) said that valuables 
worth more than £1,000 could 
be seen. 

Ageas Insurance managing 
director Mark Cliff said: “It is 
often wrongly assumed that 
many household burglaries 
are committed while homes are 
empty. Canny burglars know 
that many people assume that 
by being at home, they them¬ 
selves are a deterrent and so 
they take fewer precautions. 

“But an unlocked front door 
or window can be an open in¬ 
vitation to a burglar while the

Slowdown comes 
out as top concern 

THE economic slowdown has been list¬ 
ed as the greatest threat to global busi¬ 
ness leaders, Aon has found. 

The insurance broker found that the 
continuing fallout from the recession 
was their number one concern. 

Of the 1,000 business leaders sur¬ 
veyed across 58 countries 67 per cent 
said that had suffered a loss of income 
associated with this risk. 

Failure to innovate/meet customer 
needs, technology failure and an in¬ 
ability to attract/retain top talent were 
among the top 10 concerns.

“This survey was conducted prior 
to the upheaval in the Middle East and 
North Africa, as well as the New Zea¬ 
land and Japan earthquakes, so it is 
possible these concerns would be even 
higher on the list today. ” 

George Zsolnay, head of Aon Analyt¬ 
ics in the US, said: “The findings shared 
in our report underscore the undeniable 
interdependence among various risks as 
well as economies around the globe. It is 
more important than ever for organisa¬ 
tions to embrace an enterprise-wide ap¬ 
proach to managing risk, and optimise 
their strategy on a global basis.”

The ECJ's decision means 
insurers can no longer 
charge Lower car insurance 
to women than men. 

The cost of buying 
a pensions annuity is 
also set to change. 

The PM said he was Less 
than impressed with the 
ECJ's decision. 


"I have to say it [the 
ruling] shows that some of 
the Loony Left is still alive 
and well in our country 
because frankly insurance 
premiums ought to reflect 
risk," he said. 

And in addressing Tory

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Green scheme ahead 
for former museum?

A FORMER motor museum in Ramsgate could 
be about to start a new life as a hothouse for eco- 
friendly entrepreneurs. 

The West Cliff Hall has remained empty since 
the classic cars it once housed were all removed 
in 2004, but a group of local businessmen and 
women now hope to re-open the historic venue 
to aid in Thanet’s economic recovery. 

They plan to use the hall to help young entre¬ 
preneurs develop the skills, confidence and con¬ 
tacts to become the isle’s employers of the future, 
and to seize opportunities presented by the low- 
carbon economy in east Kent. 

If the proposals get the go-ahead, they will 
also be involved in the running of a low-carbon 
venue that includes offices, a theatre, restaurant, 
gallery, shop and independent cinema. 

The project is being sponsored by the Low 
Carbon Community Ramsgate (LCCR) charity, 
the community champion of which is Austral¬ 


ia-born Ramsgate resident Janet Fielding, who 
starred alongside both Tom Baker and Peter 
Davison in the TV series Doctor Who between 
1981 and 1984. 

She said: “Entrepreneurs start young. This is 
an excellent opportunity to help local kids with 
a flair for business. 

“Latest figures show that not only is Than¬ 
et’s unemployment the highest in Kent, Thanet 
wages are £83 less than they are in Canterbury 
and £159 less than they are in Dover districts. 

“We don’t just need more employment here. 
We need better employment and we can’t rely 
solely on outsiders to bring it to us. We have to 
find ways of doing that for ourselves.” 

A venue for wartime dances in the 1940s, 
the West Cliff Hall is also fondly remembered for 
hosting school speech nights and even an early 
Rolling Stones concert in 1964. 

Unoccupied and damaged by water for more 
than six years, LCCR estimates that it requires 
£5.5 million for substantial repairs before it can 
be brought back to life. They say leaving it to 


continue to deteriorate is not an option as the 
roof of the hall holds up the first 40 metres of 
Ramsgate’s West Cliff Promenade. 

Members of Thanet councifs ruling Conserva¬ 
tive cabinet discussed the plans at a meeting last 
Thursday (April 28) when they were asked to 
approve a recommendation to give the charity 
an option on the building. 

However, the councillors have asked for more 
financial information before making a decision. 

LCCR chairman John East - also a City finan¬ 
cier and talented jazz musician - said: “We have 
a real chance to make a real dent in Thanet’s un¬ 
employment figures and save Ramsgate’s West 
Cliff Hall and Gardens.

THE INTERVIEW 


T HE world of beauty competitions 
and glamour modelling is possibly 
as far removed from the military 
experience as is humanly possible. 
And there has certainly never 
before been a holder of the title of 
Miss England who has been commended for 
bravery in a combat zone. 

But Katrina Hodge - who says she is possibly 
still the reigning Miss Tunbridge Wells as the 
title has not been contested in the years since 
she won it - has successfully bridged both 
worlds. 

Her autobiography Combat To Catwalk tells 
how ‘Combat Barbie’ was born. 

Kat, who is still a serving soldier with the 
rank of corporal in the Adjutant General’s 
Corps, explained how her career started. 

“I was in the Sea Cadets in Tunbridge Wells 
- we were Training Ship Brilliant,” she said. 

“My friends were all thinking about joining 
the Navy, Army or Marines, but really I wasn’t. 

“Then my brother said he couldn’t see me 
joining up. People thought I was such a girly- 
girl and I am. I like to wear dresses, apply make¬ 
up and look good. 

“But I thought ‘Who wrote the rule book to 
say someone like me couldn’t be a soldier?’. The 
more I spoke about it, the more people thought I 
couldn’t do it, so I set out to prove them wrong.” 

Kat started the selection process in April 
2004 and commenced basic training, which 
lasted 12 weeks, two months later. 

“I started out just thinking about proving 
people wrong, but by my second week I realised 
how rewarding it was and that I really liked it. 

“After training was over, I was assigned to 
the Royal Anglian Regiment at Pirbright in 
Surrey. That was when Combat Barbie came 
about. I had long blonde hair and arrived with 
pink suitcases, big curly hair and kitten heels, 
and as I walked to get changed a voice shouted 
‘Oh my god, guys - Barbie’s arrived’. I never 
disliked the name -1 think it’s really funny.” 
Aged 18, Kat was posted to Iraq in 2005. 

“I was a bit apprehensive, but it is what I 
trained for, so I was excited to,” she said. 

“One time I was on a search operation in 
Basra when we were taking a man back to be 
questioned, and the vehicle we were in was 
involved in a road-traffic accident. 

“My colleagues and I were knocked out and 
when we came to, the Iraqi was holding two of 
our weapons. I looked at him and thought ‘oh 
my god, he’s going to kill me’. 

“But my instincts kicked in and I thought ‘I’ll 
just whack him’. It was just a big adrenaline 
rush and I had to do something.

“The incident brought me a lot of attention, 
especially because of the bravery commendation. 

“I hope it has caused women to think about 
a career in the Army. But it was six years ago 
and others have done and are doing fantastic 
things, so it’s time to move on.” 

On her return to England, a friend in 
Tunbridge Wells had some photographs done 
for a portfolio and suggested Kat do the same 
with a view to entering the Miss Tunbridge 
Wells competition. 

“First I had to ask my commanding officer, 
and that was one of the most nerve-racking 
days of my life,” she said. 

“He’d only ever seen me with no make-up

and scraped-back hair and I wondered if he’d 
think I was being unprofessional and not taking 
my job seriously. But actually he and the rest of 
the Army were very supportive.” 

After winning her local crown, Kat had two 
shots at the Miss England title, winning it the 
second time. Again the Army helped. 

Kat said: “There is one round where 
contestants have to dress in a way that 
expresses their personality. I wanted to show 
how proud I was to be a soldier, so I went to the 
Corps museum and they loaned me the dress 
uniform I would have worn had I been in the 
Army in the 60s. 

“It was blue-green in colour with elaborate 
ribbons, black leather gloves and black shoes. 

“When I wore it, the other contestants 
thought it was something I’d made myself. 

They didn’t realise it was an actual uniform.” 

She took a year out of Army life, unpaid, 
to take on charity work as Miss England and 
has also modelled for lingerie firm La Senza, 
Vauxhall Motors and various other companies. 

Now she takes on that side of her life out of 
uniform hours. 

“It’s hectic, but I enjoy it,” she said. “I signed 
on to the Army for three years at first and I’ve 
been in seven. Modelling can’t last forever 
and I know I am not the most beautiful girl in 
England - I’ve just been at the right place at the 
right time. I’d like to do some TV presenting and 
maybe reality TV like I’m A Celebrity... 

“I’d love that with my Army training.”

anti euthanasia, but was concerned that there 
were a lot of ‘pro’ programmes. 

Asked if there was a concern that death on 
TV would become normalised, she said: “I hope 
it does not, and I hope it is treated with respect. ” 

Presenter of Inside the Human Body, Michael 
Mosely, told the Radio Times he believed it was 
important not to avoid talking about death. 

“I think there is a case to be made for filming 
a peaceful, natural death - a view shared by 
many who work closely with the dying.” 

Mr Woolley and staff at the hospice know first¬ 
hand the importance of talking about dying. 

“As a hospice we see the fall-out for carers, 


family members and friends if there is not a dis¬ 
cussion,” he said. “We see the impact on people 
psychologically and their problems facing grief. 

“There needs to be an open and honest 
discussion and that is particularly true with 
children. 

“It can cause all kinds of mental health prob¬ 
lems if there is no discussion about dying.” 

He said society devoted so much time talking 
about pregnancy and birthing plans, but no one 
wants to mention end-of-life care. 

“Wills are about money, possessions and fu¬ 
neral costs, not about how people want to die,” 
he said. “That is a big issue for us, all of us.” 

This is because people are not ending their 
lives the way they want. A study by the in¬ 
dependent think-tank Demos found that two 
thirds of people want to die in their own home, 
but by 2030 it is estimated that only one in 10 
will achieve this. 

Mr Woolley used an example of a man who 
got in touch with the hospice to say his father 
needed to come in, but as he had not discussed 
his diagnosis, could they not mention it was a 
hospice. 

“People try to hide it with the best intentions, 
but it does not help. 


cancer. 

But Mr Woolley said he was 
surprised about the subject 
matter when the BBC ap¬ 
proached him about their recent 
programme because it was 
controversial. 

After long discussions about 
the ethical and moral issues, the 
hospice asked patients and their 
families if they wanted to take 
part. Once they were reassured 
about how the issues were being 
handled, Mr Woolley said: “In common with 
other hospices, we want there to be a more open 
and honest discussion about death and dying. 

“Obviously it was the patient’s and his 
family’s choice whether to take part, but we did 
want to play a role in there being more discus¬ 
sion about death and dying.” 

Gerald, who had cancer, died on January 1, 
surrounded by his family. 

He said he hoped filming his death would help 
others. He said: “I don’t want to die, but pretty 
evidently unless some miracle happens, I ain’t 
gonna be here very long ... I’m not frightened.” 

Ms Pattison saw a difference between 
screening the natural death of Gerald and the 
BBC programme that filmed a man dying at a 
Dignitas clinic, that saw it accused of being a 
“cheerleader for assisted suicide”. 

“It is slightly different. This one is part of a sci¬ 
entific series, that is the way they are justifying 
it,” she said. “I would say I feel uneasy about it. 

“I’m not jumping up and down and I’m sure 
it is going to be done in a wonderful way, but 
there is still this sense of unease about these mo¬ 
ments being filmed. It is all to do with taboos... it 
is an incredibly personal moment.” 

She said the pressure group was not pro or 
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D EATH and dying have hit the 
headlines after it emerged that 
the BBC is to screen the final 
moments of a terminally ill man. 
The broadcaster’s decision has 
sparked controversy and debate 
about whether it is acceptable to show ‘real’ 
death on television. 

Like birth, death is a natural and inescapable 
part of life, so why is showing it such a conten¬ 
tious issue? After all, we are used to seeing the 
intimacy and emotion of ‘real’ birth on TV. Are 
we afraid to confront the reality of life ending? 

The man who features in the scientific series 
Inside the Human Body, 84-year-old Gerald, 
was a patient at Hospice in the Weald in Pem- 
bury, near Tunbridge Wells. The chief executive 
at the palliative care centre, Rob Woolley, has 
welcomed the debate about death and dying 
that news of the programme has brought. 

Meanwhile, Vivienne Pattison, the director of 
the Ashford-based pressure group Mediawatch 
UK, which campaigns for family values in the 
media, said the idea of screening the death made 
her feel “uneasy”, but she was not “jumping up 
and down” about it like the recent “one-sided” 
coverage of euthanasia. 

Both agreed that our unease about seeing 
death has developed fairly recently, because 
about 100 years ago, when people died in their 
homes and open casket wakes were still popu¬ 
lar, it would have been all around us. 

Mr Woolley said: “There has been a societal 
change in the way we talk about death and 
dying. There is an argument that we’ve over- 
medicalised death. Acute hospitals and medical 
professionals - all they want to do is save lives 
and when they cannot, it becomes difficult for 
them. 

“Hospitals are a great place for doctors and 
diagnoses, but when we are going to die they 
are not a great place to go for end-of-life care.” 

Death has been shown on television before, 
and in 1998, a scientific BBC programme called 
The Human Body broadcast 
the final breaths of a man with

The real Chitty Chitty 
Bang Bang still lives

NEXT week in an auction 
house in Los Angeles one of the 
most famous cars in movie his¬ 
tory goes on sale. 

Chitty Chitty Bang Bang, 
complete with silver bodywork 
and red-and-yellow wings, 
could fetch up to $2 million. 

But - minus the wings and 
painted in British racing green 
- Chitty Chitty Bang Bang re¬ 
ally did exist, in three different 
versions. 

Powered by engines origi¬ 
nally constructed for Zeppelin 
airships and designed by mil¬ 
lionaire racing driver Louis 
Zborowski, who lived at High¬ 
land Court, Patrixbourne, near 
Canterbury, the first won two 
races and was capable of speeds 
of up to 120 mph. 

One was then bought by the 
two sons of Sherlock Holmes 
writer Arthur Conan Doyle 
and eventually broken up. 

The second was driven 
across the Sahara Desert by the 
Count and his friends before his 
death in a crash in the Italian 
Grand Prix in Monza. It was 
later bought by a man named 
Bill Hollis from Temple Ewell 
for £300 and a Hillman Minx. 

He sold it on in the 1960s 
to an American collector for 
£16,500, who had it displayed 
at a museum in Cleveland, 
Ohio. It was loaned to the motor 
museum at Beaulieu in 1992, 
before finding a permanent 
home in the private collection 
of Bob Bahre at his Paris Hill, 
Maine residence - the former 
mansion of Hannibal Hamilin,

The fate of the third car is 
uncertain but according to ru¬ 
mours it lies buried in a small 
cave somewhere in the grounds 
of Highland Court. 

Many attempts have been 
made to locate it - but so far 
none have been successful 

During his time at the house 
Count Zbrowski, the son of 
a Polish nobleman and an 
American woman, made the 
aquaintance of James Bond’s 
creator Ian Fleming, who lived 
just down the A2 at St Marga- 
ret’s-at-Cliffe. 

Fleming became fascinated 
with the Count and his cars 
and wrote his children’s story 
Chitty Chitty Bang Bang, fea¬ 
turing inventor Caractacus 
Potts and Truly Scrumptious 
- a name supposed to parody 
Bond heroines such as Pussy 
Galore and Honey chile Rider. 

The film, which has a story 


totally unlike the book, was re¬ 
leased in 1968 and a remake is 
currently being prepared. 

In reality the Count - who 
also started the Romney, 
Hythe and Dymchurch Rail¬ 
way - built the first Chitty in 
1920 with the assistance of an 
engineer named Captain Clive 
Gallop. It was a chain-driven 
Mercedes chassis fitted with a 
23 litre Maybach aero engine. 
At the Esater meeting at Brook- 
land Race Track it recorded a 
win in the Short Handicap with 
a speed of 100.75 mph. 

In 1921 Chitty II was being 
built and it only raced once. 
However the Count used it as a 
day-to-day road car and one of 
his favourite routes for putting 
his foot down and opening 
up the throttle was a straight 
stretch of road between Bridge 
and Patrixbourne now spanned 
by the A2 bridge. It is this piece 
of highway which has given 
rise to a further legend con¬ 
cerning the car. 

Local folklore says that the 
roar of the 230hp Benz BZ IV 
aero engine can still be heard 
and the car - with the ghostly 
goggled figure of the Count at 
the wheel - can still be seen on 
some dark nights. 

The spectral vehicle is then 
heard driving up to the front 
of the old mansion, before the 
sound stops as if someone is 
getting out. The engines are 
then heard again receeding 
into the distance. 

Just after the halt, according 
to the story, the door to a part 
of the house called The Green 
Room flies open - even if it has 
been left locked.

He built very few domestic 
houses, and at The Grange he 
tried to create the ideal home 


for his family. He also began 
the construction of 
St Augustine's monastery and 
parish church next door. 

The Grange was restored 
by the Fandmark Trust and 
now has a secure future 
as self-catering holiday 
accommodation. It is available 
for groups of up to eight 
people to experience living 
for a few days or weeks.

Forester growing strong

SUBARU could argue that it created the current 
crossover sector with its original Forester, 
which arrived in the UK in 199 7. 

While the newcomer stuck rigidly to 
established Subaru principles - horizontally- 
opposed engine and all-wheel drive - the 
Forester was more high-riding estate car than 
serious off-roader. 

For some buyers, though, this was a big plus 
since the Forester’s low centre of gravity made 
it less prone to rolling if taken over undulating 
terrain. It was also an impressive 4x4 holdall for 
those who wanted practicality and extra grip. 

That it didn’t take the market by storm 
like the Nissan Qashqai did a decade later, is 
probably more due to the fact that Subaru was 
not then able to offer a diesel option. 

But now into its third generation - launched 
2008 - the Forester has that capability in the 
form of a punchy, economical all-new flat- 
four diesel produced in house by Subaru and 
representing one of the Japanese marque’s most 
crucial commercial decisions of recent decades. 

And as we have found in other models, fitted 
with this ‘boxer’ diesel - still unique in the 
marketplace - it has created a flexible, refined 
and economical powertrain that also averages 
around 45mpg in 147bhp diesel Forester 
models (from £23,070). 

This renders the cheaper 150bhp 2.0- 
litre petrol alternative (from £21,3 70) fairly 
pointless with its inferior acceleration and fuel 
economy - it averages around lOmpg less than 
the diesel. 

The Forester is as practical as ever yet sharper 
looking than before. The driving position is 
excellent, with a good high-up view out, aided 
by lots of glass and little intrusion from the 
pillars, while boot space is above average for the 
class.

The interior remains typical Subaru though, 
erring on the side of durability and ergonomics 
rather than flair. 

And that fits well with the Forester tradition; 
the old straight-laced estate body may have 
been ditched in favour of a more contemporary 
off-roader/crossover look, but you still get 
the feeling that this car will deliver genuinely 
rugged performance when the chips are down, 
or rather, the snow is all around. 

There is also decent ground clearance and 
it may be that the Forester has sacrificed some 
on-road sharpness in order to cope better with 
rougher conditions. 

Of course, it hugs the bends well enough, 
but light steering and pliant suspension to cope 
with bumpy surfaces and easy manoeuvring 
mean it can’t be a poor man’s Range Rover 
Sport, ie a 4x4 car for hard road driving. 

Not that too many would be rural-based 
buyers will worry about that; rather than the 
rather less rugged appeal of the Qashqai and 


crossover wannabes, they want a car like the 
Forester to help them cope with the sort of hard 
winters we’ve had lately according to Kent’s 
newest Subaru dealer, Canterbury Subaru. 

Dealer principal, Kevin Ferrell, said: “The 
demographics for the rural east Kent area are 
right for the 4x4 dependability of the Subaru 
line-up, especially the rugged Outback and 
Forester models - some of the farmers around 
here will have fond memories of the little pick¬ 
up trucks that made the brand popular in the 
UK in the 80s. 

“The CT post code area contains a lot of 
families who enjoy a rural lifestyle and country 
pursuits, go to horseshows and so on.” 

Prices are not the cheapest, but you get 
what you pay for in term of durability and the 
specifications are generous with our flagship 
test car, the £29,070 XS NavPlus, coming with 
a big electric sunroof, leather seats, sat nav - as 
the model name implies - and all the other toys 
expected.

YEARS of hard work will be put on the line this 
weekend when Tonbridge Angels attempt to win 
promotion to the Conference South for the first 
time in the club’s history.

We've got 
no fear of going up and I've said all along 'strap 
yourselves in and we'LL go for a ride'. I'm really 
proud of them, they've all worked really hard. 

“I'm not a great fan of the play-offs, but as a 
club we've done well out of them. We've had 
the elation of beating Dover [in 2006] and then 
the disappointment of losing to Carshalton 
[in 2009]. This time we had the bottle to get 


through to the final." 

Whatever the result on Saturday, the club's 
finances have received a welcome boost. By 
finishing second in the League the AngeLs have 
played both their pLay-off games at home. 

More than 1,100 spectators, the biggest 
gate of the season, watched the Harrow game. 
The figure could be doubled on Saturday, with 
Lowestoft the best supported club in the divi¬ 
sion. 

Churcher reserved special praise for manager 
Tommy Warrilow and the playing squad, who 
have risen from the bottom of the table early in 
the season to get within 90 minutes of promo¬ 
tion. 

He said: ‘They've done fantastically well. We 
started the season with high hopes for them and 
the start was really disappointing because we 
thought we had a really good team. 

"There was something missing when we 
started playing, but we turned it around."

A FOURTH podium finish of the season strength¬ 
ened Mat Jackson’s hopes of landing the British 
Car Touring Championship (BTCC) for Airwaves 
Racing after an eventful weekend of competition 
at Thruxton. 

Jackson, 29, left the Hampshire circuit second 
in the drivers’ championship after three top-six 
finishes which included an explosive start to 
race three and the runners-up spot behind reign¬ 
ing champion Jason Plato. 

Airwaves, the touring car branch of Wroth- 
am-based Motorbase Performance, lead the inde¬ 
pendent teams’ championship after three of the 
season’s 10 race meetings, leaving team princi¬ 
pal David Bartrum with plenty to celebrate. 

“It was a fantastic day for Airwaves Racing,” 
he said. “I’m delighted that Mat Jackson deliv¬ 
ered the 50th birthday present I wanted the 
most with another visit to the podium. We came 
here to score points and that’s exactly what we 
did to keep our momentum going and our cham¬ 
pionship challenge on track.” 

Jackson’s consistency across the first nine 
races of the season has been key to his champi¬ 
onship surge. Having qualified eighth for race 
one, he eventually came through to finish sixth, 
following a tussle with Plato. 

An impressive drive in race two saw Jackson 
move fifth place early on and hold off the chal¬ 
lenge of James Nash’s Vauxhall Vectra to pre¬ 
serve his position. Having kept his fifth-placed 
spot on the reverse grid for race three, Jackson’s 


Ford Focus tore past Alex MacDowell, Tom 
Chilton and Tom Boardman off the start line and 
he followed Plato all the way to the finish. 

He said: “It’s an awesome result for the team, 
it’s great to come away with a second place re¬ 
sult and to pull some points in from the weekend. 
We knew that Thruxton was never going to suit 


our car and we had to salvage whatever result 
we could from this weekend. It’s still early days, 
but every point counts and it feels fantastic to be 
second place in the championship standings.” 

Jackson’s Airwaves team-mate, Liam Griffin, 
finished all three races for the first time this sea¬ 
son, but was unable to bank a point.

Conway beats Sao Paulo rain 
to climb IndyCar standings 


MIKE Conway has climbed up to fourth 
in the IndyCar Series after coming 
through an extraordinary race in Sao 
Paulo which took two days to complete. 

Torrential rain battered the Brazilian 
circuit on Sunday and when deep water 
on the track caused Conway's car to 
stall with electrical problems, the Sev- 
enoaks driver fell back to 20th position. 

Race officials then called off racing 
for the day, before Conway, 27, began 
making his way through the field on 
Monday, eventually clawing his way to 
an impressive sixth-placed finish. 


“I'm really pleased with the result," 
he said. "Although the rain wasn't as 
torrential [on Monday], the conditions 
were still really tricky and the track was 
very slippery so it was a case of trying 
to stay out of trouble. 

“I'm happy coming away with sixth 
place from starting 20th and the result 
means I head to the Indy500 in fourth 
place in the championship with it all 
still very much to play for." 

Practice for the Indianapolis 500 
takes place between May 15-20, before 
the main race on May 29. 


Turkey first 
for Adrian 

ISTANBUL provides the back¬ 
drop for Adrian Quaife-Hobbs 
this weekend as the Tonbridge 
racer looks to make a strong 
start to the new GP3 series. 

The 20-year-old was the 
fastest driver at final pre-sea- 
son testing in Barcelona last 
month and is confident of tak¬ 
ing his good form to Turkey. 

"I think we're in a good posi¬ 
tion for the first race," he said. 
"It was a good way to end test¬ 
ing, because it's the last time 
you're on the track before the 
season starts. I didn't do many 
laps in Istanbul last year be¬ 
cause the car didn’t start either 
race, but I qualified third on the 
grid and I enjoyed the track. 

"It's all about consistency in 
this championship. You could 
win half of the races, but if 
you didn't finish the others, it 
wouldn't be worth it." 

Quaife-Hobbs, who finished 
15th in the drivers' champion¬ 
ship Last season, is again driv¬ 
ing for Marussia Manor Racing.

# # WITH two podiums and the 
overall championship Lead, 
there’s no doubt Matt Neal will 
be very happy with his weekend’s work at 
Thruxton. 

Matt's Honda Civic was the strongest 
car over the weekend, he walked away 
with the most number of points and 
extended his lead at the top of the British 
Touring Car Championship standings. 

Thruxton really is a unique circuit and 
it gives you a good insight into the driv¬ 
ers' abilities and tactics. I enjoy watching 
races there because you see the cars right 
on their limits. A Lot of circuits are just 
straights and 90-degree turns, but around 
Thruxton, you really get to see the drivers’ 
skill. I'm not just talking about the guys 
who are winning - Look at Tom Boardman, 
James Nash, Andy Jordan - they are all 
fighting their cars through 120 mph cor¬ 
ners and long slides, everything with the 
car on the limit. It's then you realise there 
are no average drivers in touring cars; 
they’re something a bit special. 

Mat Jackson continues to impress for 
Airwaves Racing/Motorbase, he's ended 
up second in the championship and he got 
himself on the podium again, but possibly 
he could have hoped for even more. 

Nobody had the perfect weekend at 
Thruxton, but it did show that the Honda 
Civics of Matt Neal and Gordon Shedden 
are the cars to beat. Mat will be simply 
happy that he's getting consistent finishes 
because it’s not easy to finish consistently, 
you only have to look at Jason Plato to 
see that. 

Jason drove a fine race to win from the 
front of the reverse grid in race three, but 
that all came down to the work he did in 
the second race. He came from the back 
of the grid to finish eighth and that was 
what got him into position at the front of 
the grid for race three. 

Having the Hondas further back on the 
reverse grid gave him a good opportunity 
to get a win, but had he been in straight 
competition with the Hondas, I'm sure he 
wouldn't have been able to beat them. 

As far as my defence of the Porsche 
Carrera Cup goes, I finished sixth in both 
races but I can't say I was happy, because 
in every race since 2004, I've been chal¬ 
lenging for race wins and championships. 

I can honestly say I've never driven harder 
than I did on Sunday, to finish sixth. 

I was giving it 110 per cent, it's 
the best I can do, but under the 
current weight regulations I have 
to accept that's the way it is. 
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
